"Are  You  Okay?" 
Senior  Network  Begins  in  Rochester 

Plymouth  County  Sheriff  Charles  N.  Decas 
recently  announced  that  the  towns  of  Rochester  and 
Hingham  have  been  the  19th  and  20th  communities  to 
join  the  "Are  You  Okay?"  senior  reassurance  network. 
"Are  You  Okay?"  is  a  computer/ telephone  system  that 
checks  up  on  senior  citizens.  It  is  especially  useful  to 
people  living  alone  who  are  frail,  have  medical 
conditions,  or  seldom  leave  home. 

Participants  receive  a  pre-programmed  phone  call 
at  the  same  time  every  day.  If  no  one  picks  up,  a  second 
call  is  automatically  placed  15  minutes  later.  If  there  is  still 
no  answer,  the  word  "Alert"  flashes  on  the  screen  and  a 
beep  goes  off.  This  signal  will  prompt  a  call  from  the 
Sheriff's  "Are  You  Okay?"  center  to  a  designated  friend  or 
family  member  living  nearby.  They  will  be  asked  to  make 
a  house  visit.  If  no  one  is  available,  a  patrol  officer  from 
the  town's  police  department  is  sent  instead. 

"The  program  continues  to  exceed  our 
expectations,"  Sheriff  Decas  said.  "What  the  police  chiefs 
and  Council  on  Aging  officials  like  most  about  'Are  You 
Okay?'  is  its  pro-active  nature  ...  that  and  the  fact  that 
some  initial  legwork  on  their  part  gets  them  a  tremendous 
public  safety  program  at  virtually  no  cost  to  the  town  or 
to  the  call  recipients." 

As  with  newspaper  stops,  participants  can  be 
taken  off  the  system  when  they  know  they'll  be  away  and 
put  back  on  once  they  return.  Or,  they  can  call  ahead  if 
they  know  they'll  be  out  of  the  house  on  a  particular  day. 

The  program  started  in  October  of  1998  and  has 
been  getting  results  virtually  ever  since.  Eleven  elderly 
participants,  in  each  case  having  failed  to  respond  to  the 
phone  calls,  have  subsequently  been  discovered  unable  to 
get  to  the  phone  in  their  homes.  In  most  cases  ambulances 
were  dispatched  and  in  each  case  so  far  the  immobilized 
senior  citizen  has  been  stabilized  and  recovered.  "It 
doesn't  work  as  advertised,  it  works  better  than 
advertised,"  Sheriff  Decas  noted. 

Approximately  230  senior  citizens  are  now 
getting  calls  in  20  towns  which  represent  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  municipalities  in  Plymouth  County.  The 
department  has  assigned  two  communications  officers, 
one  part-time  and  the  other  full-time,  to  oversee  the 
program.  The  equipment  itself  cost  $3,500  and  was  paid 
for  with  a  grant  from  a  countrywide  law-enforcement 
advisory  board  established  almost  five  years  ago.

At  7:20  pm  the  board  met  with  David  Mahoney  to 
discuss  a  proposal  to  swap  property  owned  by  his  family 
with  property  owned  by  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett.  Mr. 
Mahoney  proposed  that  a  35-acre  parcel  of  land  off  North 
Street  be  traded  for  a  20-acre  parcel  of  town-owned  land 
off  Acushnet  Road,  also  commonly  referred  to  Tinkham 
Forest.  This  would  allow  his  family  to  own  a  contiguous 
parcel  of  land  and  give  the  town  ownership  of  property 
near  municipal  drinking  wells. 

"One  of  the  problems  with  (the  Tinkham  Forest) 
land  is  the  town  has  no  right-of-way  (to  the  property),"

we  might  as  well  own  property  where  our  drinking  wells 
are  located." 

The  board  noted  that  such  a  land  swap 
transaction  would  have  to  be  approved  by  Town  Meeting 
voters.  Mr.  Mahoney  suggested  a  proposed  Town  Meeting 
article  which  the  board  agreed  to  place  on  an  upcoming 
warrant  for  consideration. 

"Personally,  I  think  it's  a  good  thing  for  the 
town,"  Mr.  Mahoney  said.

Animal  Advice

CHOOSING  A  PET  BIRD 

I  have  been  thinking  about  getting  a  pet  bird.  How  do  I  decide 
what  kind  to  buy? 

If  you  have  never  had  a  pet  bird  before  I'd  recommend  start- 
ing with  a  budgerigar  (parakeet)  or  a  cockatiel.  They  are 
small,  relatively  easy  to  care  for,  and  relatively  inexpensive. 

I've  always  wanted  a  cockatoo  but  I  don't  know  too  much  about 
them. 

Cockatoos  are  loving  gentle  birds  that  require  a  huge  time 
commitment.  Owning  a  cockatoo  is  like  having  a  perennial  2 
year  old  child  for  50  years.  They  are  often  very  loud  and  de- 
structive and  may  go  through  phases  that  make  you  ques- 
tion your  sanity  for  wanting  this  bird  in  your  home.  Not  a 
good  choice  for  an  avian  novice. 

Is  it  better  to  get  one  bird  or  to  get  a  pair? 
Birds  that  live  with  other  birds  tend  to  remain  "bird  ori- 
ented" and  are  much  more  difficult  to  tame  than  birds  that 
spend  lots  of  time  out  of  their  cage  with  people.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

January  24,  2000 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  January  24  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan,  and 
Administrative  Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere.  Town 
Administrator  James  Huntoon  was  not  present  for  the 
meeting. 

After  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
January  10  meeting  and  also  the  Executive  Session 
minutes  of  the  same  date  with  some  corrections,  the  board 
opened  a  Grievance  Hearing  with  members  of  the 
Rochester  Police  Brotherhood  and  Police  Chief  Walter 
Denham  at  7:00  pm.  Chairman  Cutler  advised  that  there 
were  three  parts  to  the  grievance  complaint  —  first,  why 
members  of  the  police  department  were  not  allowed  to 
have  New  Year's  Eve  off  as  previously  agreed;  second, 
why  the  sergeant  was  not  allowed  to  participate  in 
contract  negotiations  while  on  duty;  and  third,  why  shift 
swapping  was  not  allowed  by  the  chief  during  certain 
periods. 

"(The  sergeant)  had  requested  New  Year's  Eve  off 
at  the  beginning  of  December,  which  was  approved,"  said 
William  Watson  of  the  Rochester  Police  Brotherhood.  "I 
also  requested  the  same  night  off,  which  brought  the  shift 
down  to  one  person.  When  I  learned  of  this,  I  withdrew 
my  request.  (But)  on  December  28,  the  order  was  put  out 
that  all  time  off  on  December  31  was  revoked.  We  feel  this 
was  a  direct  result  of  our  filing  a  'no  confidence' 
complaint  against  (Chief  Denham)." 

"Regardless  of  how  (everyone)  feels  about  the  'no 
confidence'  vote,  it  has  no  direct  bearing  on  this  decision," 
Chief  Denham  said.  "I  talked  with  the  Town 
Administrator  about  New  Year's  Eve  and  the  possible 
problems  with  Y2K  ...  no  one  knew  what  could  or  what 
would  happen.  We  needed  to  be  prepared,  so  I  put  out  a 
general  order  for  no  time  off  for  that  short  period  through 
January  2. 1  felt  the  likelihood  of  our  needing  a  sergeant 
(on  duty)  could  be  greater  than  not." 

As  for  the  second  and  third  parts  of  the  grievance, 
the  Brotherhood  were  concerned  that  Sergeant  James 
Wassmouth  was  not  allowed  to  swap  a  shift  with  another 
officer  to  attend  contract  negotiations.  During  a  previous 
grievance,  Chief  Denham  and  the  board  agreed  to  allow 
shift  swapping  on  a  limited  basis.  "I  had  arranged  for  an 
officer  to  cover  for  me  while  I  attended  the  meeting," 
Sergeant  Wassmouth  said. 

"Since  the  sergeant  was  the  only  one  on  duty  (at

the  time),  I  requested  that  he  remain  on  patrol,"  Chief 
Denham  explained.  "I  am  still  opposed  to  shift  swapping 
...  but  we  did  agree  to  it.  I  just  didn't  want  any  shift  swaps 
during  that  short  period  of  time  ...  (and)  these  shift  swaps 
still  need  to  have  administrative  approval."

Officer  Watson  also  had  something  he'd  like  the 
board  to  address  with  Mr.  Huntoon.  "(He)  released  my 
phone  number  to  the  media,"  he  said.  "I  don't  feel  my 
family  needs  to  be  bothered  at  home  ...  police  officers  try 
to  keep  their  personal  lives  private.  I'd  like  that  discussed 
with  (Mr.  Huntoon)."

ORR  student  Brian  Cavanaugh  is  currently 
interning  at  Memorial  School,  assisting  teachers  in  Grades 
3  to  6  with  their  classes.  "It's  an  opportunity  to  observe 
the  students  and  teacher,"  he  said.  "It's  really  reinforced 
that  I  want  to  be  a  teacher." 

ORR  juniors  John  Harnden  and  Joe  Singleton  are 
both  interning  with  the  Rochester  Police  Department. 
"Working  with  the  police  department  is  something  I've 
always  wanted  to  do,"  Mr.  Harnden  said.  "(The 
internship)  makes  me  realize  I  need  to  try  harder  in 
school." 

"They  are  a  couple  of  fine,  young  gentlemen," 
agreed  Chief  Denham.  "I  think  they  have  a  lot  more 
understanding  and  respect  for  the  position  now." 

At  7:40  pm  the  board  met  with  the  Mary's  Pond 
Beach  Committee  and  Conservation  Agent  Laurell  J. 
Farinon  to  discuss  pending  plans  for  the  town  beach 
project.  Ms.  Farinon  explained  that  she  first  wanted  to 
update  everyone  on  the  plans  for  the  town-owned  beach 
property  and  also  discuss  allowing  fishermen  access  to 
the  pond.  The  new  plan  would  allocate  some  1700  linear 
feet  of  frontage  on  Mary's  Pond  for  a  public  beach  area 
and  also  establish  and  adjacent  30-space  parking  lot  for 
town  access  to  the  site,  which  is  approximately  280  feet  off 
Mary's  Pond  Road.  Future  plans  would  also  include  the 
construction  of  a  beach  house  and  bathroom  facility. 

"In  discussions  with  the  State  Access  Board,  we're 
in  a  position  where  the  (Division  of)  Fisheries  and 
Wildlife  is  looking  for  access  to  Mary's  Pond,"  Ms. 
Farinon  said.  "There  are  a  lot  of  eyes  on  this  project ...  our 
goal  is  to  keep  as  much  of  the  area  in  its  natural  state  as 
possible." 

As  such,  the  new  plan  also  includes  a  restricted 
parking  area  for  fishermen  only  away  from  the  beach 
along  Mary's  Pond  Road  so  they  might  access  the  boat 
ramp. 

"You're  going  to  have  a  tough  time  enforcing 
restricted  parking,"  Selectman  Parker  said. 

"I'd  be  more  inclined  to  only  have  a  drop-off  spot 
...  maybe  only  20-  or  30-minute  parking,"  Chairman 
Cutler  said.

Ms.  Farinon  agreed  they  need  to  work  with  the 
State  Access  Board  to  fine-tune  the  plan  and  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  agree  to  work  with  them  to  provide 
fishermen  access  to  the  pond.

Tim  Robbins'  Cradle  Will  Rock  casts  its 
net  out  for  a  lot  offish;  It's  not  surprising  that 
only  a  few  of  them  make  it  into  the  boat,  then 
flip  right  back  out  again.  The  movie  roves 
around  in  the  arty  New  York  scene  of  1937, 
when  poverty  and  politics  rubbed  elbows  with 
painting  and  performance.  The  rich  are  getting 
richer  at  the  painful  expense  of  the  poor; 
capitalism  is  starting  not  to  seem  like  such  a 
humane  idea,  so  a  lot  of  frustrated  people  are 
turning  to  the  rhetoric  of  socialism  or 
communism  (which  has  its  own  pitfalls). 
Robbins  tries  to  cover  all  this  and  Orson 
Welles,  too.  Cradle  WHl  Rock  is  an  amiable 
jumble,  a  sort  of  Schoolhouse  Rock  primer  on 
the  tenor  of  the  '30s  and  an  homage  to  free 
expression. 

The  sprawl  here  is  about  an  hour  shorter 
than  another  recent  ambitious  misfire, 
Magnolia,  and  is  therefore  more  forgivable. 
Besides,  it's  about  something  (its  trouble  is 
that  it's  about  too  much,  a  dilemma  I  almost 
wish  more  movies  shared).  Robbins  has  become 
an  easy  and  elegant  director:  he  loosens  his 
collar  and  takes  us  right  into  the  action,  trying 
a  few  things  that  don't  come  off  (a  pair  of 
strange  muses  haunting  playwright  Marc 
Blitzstein,  for  instance),  but  never  putting  too 
much  stress  on  them.  His  camerais  active  and 
alert  without  calling  attention  to  itself,  giving 
us  a  sense  of  teeming  simultaneity:  Things  are 
happening  here,  all  around ,  and  the  characters 
are  sprinting  to  keep  up  with  history. 

So  is  Robbins'  script,  unfortunately. 
Generally,  each  character  steps  forward  and 
defines  himself,  either  politically  or  artistically, 
sometimes  both  at  once.  Some  of  this  rattling 
on  is  engaging,  depending  on  who's  delivering 
it  (I  enjoyed  the  rapport  between  Ruben  Blades' 
Diego  Rivera  and  John  Cusack's  Nelson 
Rockefeller),  but  other  characters,  such  as  the 
waifish  homeless  singer  Olive  (Emily  Watson) 
and,  oddly,  the  blustering  Orson  Welles  (Angus 
Macfadyen),  never  really  say  anything.  (The 
Welles  of  this  film  is  like  a  frat  boy  who 
somehow  got  entrusted  with  a  theater 
company.)  Robbins  also  tosses  in  some 
padding,  such  as  the  anti-communist  Hazel 
Huffman  (Joan  Cusack)  and  the  on-the-fence 
ventriloquist  Tommy  Crickshaw  (Bill  Murray), 
who  seems  to  go  along  with  Hazel's  views 


because  he's  been  snubbed  by  the  allegedly 
communist  Federal  Theatre. 

Robbins  builds  the  political  tensions  until 
they  come  to  a  head  with  the  suppression  of 
Marc  Blitzstein's  pro-union  play  The  Cradle 
Will  Rock,  which  Welles'  company  wants  to 
perform .  Forbidden  from  acting  it  out  on  stage , 
the  troupe  in  real  life  performed  the  play, 
songs  and  all,  from  their  seats  among  the 
audience.  Realizing  that  a  climax  involving  a 
dozen  talented  people  sitting  down  isn't  very 
cinematic,  Robbins  cashes  inhis  artistic  license 
and  lets  the  actors  roam  all  around  the  theater 
—  at  a  certain  point,  you  figure  they  might  as 
well  be  on  the  stage.  What  should  strike  us  as 
a  great  moment  of  ingenuity  and  a  defiant 
gesture  —  and  has  been  chronicled  as  such  in 
various  Welles  biographies — comes  off  instead 
as  a  stunt,  and  the  play  itself  doesn't  seem  as 
if  it  was  ever  that  impressive. 

Perhaps  that's  not  the  point.  The 

Eerformance  is  intercut  with  images  of 
ammers  smashing  the  giant  mural  Diego 
Rivera  painted  for  Nelson  Rockefeller,  and  the 
film  may  be  saying  that  art  will  endure  even  if 
the  corporate  philistines  and  political  bulldogs 
temporarily  smash  it  down.  Well,  yes,  art 
endures  if  well-meaning  directors  like  Tim 
Robbins  make  a  movie  about  it.  There's  a  whiff 
of  liberal  self-congratulation  about  Cradle  Will 
Rock.  The  movie's  radical  stance  is  that  artists 
should  get  to  do  their  art  without  being 
destroyed  by  mean  rich  people,  and  aren't  we 
just  wonderful  for  agreeing  with  that?  Tim 
Robbins  has  the  technique  and  facility  with 
actors  to  make  a  great  movie,  but  he  needs  to 
stop  trying  so  hard  to  enlighten  us.  After  all, 
Orson  Welles  wasn't  out  to  improve  anyone's 
political  consciousness  with  Citizen  Kane  — 
he  was  just  having  a  great  time,  and  Robbins 
could  stand  to  do  a  little  hell-raising  himself. 
Entertainment  comes  first;  enlightenment 
takes  care  of  itself.

CHATTELS  AND  FIXTURES 


All  property  is  divided 
into  two  classes;  PER- 
SONAL and  REAL.  Real  es- 
tate consists  of  the  land  and 
whatever  is  attached  to  it. 
Personal  property  (chattels) 
is  movable.  The  tree  grow- 
ing on  your  land  is  part  of 
the  real  estate.  When  cut 
and  made  into  lumber,  it  be- 
comes personal  property. 
Alternately  chatties  can  be- 
come real  estate.  A  sink  in 
the  store  is  personal  prop- 
erty. Take  it  home  and  hook 
it  up  and  it  becomes  a  fix- 
ture, a  term  for  chattels  that 
have  become  real  property. 

Many  misunderstandings 
in  real  estate  center  around 


what  does  or  does  not  remain 
with  property.  In  general, 
chattels  may  be  taken  away, 
fixtures  must  remain.  To 
avoid  argument,  remove  cer- 
tain items  before  showing  the 
property.  If  you  plan  to  keep 
the  special  dining  room  chan- 
delier, for  example,  the 
simple  solution  is  to  replace  it 
before  the  house  is  ever 
listed.  If  you  are  not  going  to 
do  this,  state  clearly  that  you 
reserve  the  right  to  remove 
certain  items  that  buyers 
might  assume  would  stay.
